MEETING WITH A NUMBER OF OTHER CONCERNED OFFICIALS (INCLUDING 
FRED CH'IEN, WANG SHENG AND CH'ENG WEI- YU AN), VISITORS AND 
AMBASSADOR EMPHASIZED NEED FOR MORE COUNTRIES, AND SPECIFIC- 
ALLY THE ROC, TO BE MORE ACCOMMODATING OF TRANSIENT REFUGEES, 
AND TO OFFER MORE PERMANENT RESETTLEMENT OPPORTUNITIES, 
PARTICULARLY TO ETHNIC CHINESE REFUGEES. IN THIS WAY, NO 
ONE COUNTRY'S BURDEN WOULD BE TOO GREAT. 
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2. GROC OFFICIALS WERE GUARDED IN THEIR RESPONSES TO IRC 
SUGGESTIONS, BUT CLEARLY WISHED TO APPEAR SYMPATHETIC AND 
FORTHCOMING. MINISTER SHEN EMPHASIZED THAT GROC WAS DOING 
ITS PART AND HAD "RESCUED, ASSISTED OR RESETTLED" 6,985 INDO- 
CHINESE REFUGEES SINCE APRIL 1975 (PRESUMABLY THIS FIGURE

UNGER'S IANUARY 30 DEMARCHE BUT HE COULD NOT SAY WHAT THE 
OUTCOME WOULD BE. OFFICIALS CLEARLY OFFERED MORE HOPE FOR 
GROC RESPONSIVENESS ON THE ISSUE OF TRANSIENT REFUGEES THAN 

ON THE ISSUE OF PERMANENT RESETTLEMENT HERE. SEVERAL OFFICIALS 
MENTIONED THE SECURITY PROBLEMS INVOLVED IN SUCH RESETTLEMENT. 
WHEN MR. CASEY ASKED AT THE CLOSE OF THEIR MEETING WHETHER, 
WHEN THE COMMISSION MAKES ITS REPORT TO CONGRESS, IT COULD 
MENTION THAT THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA INTENDS TO DO ITS PART, 
MINISTER SHEN IMPLIED HIS ASSENT, ALTHOUGH HE DID NOT MAKE A 
UPECIFIC RESPONSE. 

3. EMBASSY WILL MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR FURTHER ACTION ON 
REFUGEE ISSUE SEPTEL.
